MUST BE PHOTOGRAPHED. 

The registration beginning tomor- 
row is the first general move of the 
government to classify and identify 
every allen enemy in the United 
States and territories. In a way the 
registration campaign is going to be 
a big boom for the photograph 
business, because each registrant will 
be required to supply the govern- 
ment with four unmounted photo- 
graphe of himeelf. These must be 
pot lerger than three three 
inehes, and on thin paper. reg - 
istrants must sign, their photos, 
across the bottom of each picture. 
The features must not be obscured 
by signature. Pictures must have 
iight backgrounds. 

It te quite probably that in this 
campaign many people who have 
conscientious scruples against being 
photographed will have to face the 
photographer perhaps for the first 
time. and many people who had 
rather not supply Uncle Sam with 
an autograph will consent to do so, 
but with great reluvtance.

ARE SHARPLY CURTAILED, 


HERE is ne fixed rule or agree- 

ment among the judges of the 

Superior bench as to suits in- 
volving alien enemies. While a Fed- 
eral decision says alien enemies may 
use the courta, the Superior Court 
Judges are not bound by it, but de- 
cide individual cases as they come 
before them. Judge Jackson re- 
cently held in abeyance a sult by an 
alien enemy on the ground that we 
were at war with Germany. But 
this appears to have been the only 
ruling here. 

Judge Rives of the Probate Court 
holds that distribution is necessary 
to determine property rights. The 
property after it passes through the 
Probate Court is turned over to a 
custodian provided for by an act of 
Congress.

able machine through the system of 
close co-operation agreed upon by 
the local Federal authorities and 
agents—United States Marsha!

TO FISHING.

for the Garbage Can.

For paper is costing so much that, 
it seems, food must soon cost more 
—uwuniless the market basket can be 
promptly marshalled to the rescue. 
The people of Los Angeles are calm- 
ly casting into the waste basket 
thousands of dollars daily while 
they are at great pains to save their 
tin toll and old bottles. And while 
the garbage can now sits in the 
limelight, strictly censored and mi- 
tantiy guarded, nobody has id 
much attention to the paper barre! 
in the alley. 


Even as England teaches us to 


costs somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $200 a ton, and from the 
municipal garbage plant comes the 
report that every month some sixty- 
five to seventy-five tons of paper are 
ineinerated as beyond all hope. 
That alone would feed many Bel- 
lan babes, even thajch a consid- 
erable per cent. may have been old 
newsepapers, seemingly thought by 
many to be a valueless commodity.

east eid miserably dangl! 

No Man's Land. 

The very strongest advocates of 
the market baskets are the basket 
groceries. Of the 1500 groceries 
in Los Angeles, probably severa! 
score are these so-called basket 
stores, where the customers are en- 
couraged to carry home their pur- 
chases. According to A. L. Hadley. 
manager of the twenty-two Federal 
groceries, who proved himself an 
authority on the subject of salvage, 
by the way, at a recent apeech be- 
fore the Southern California Reta!! 
Grocers’ Association, this system 
will be governmeft-enforced before 
a great while if the war continues. 

“Already in England deliveries 
are forbidden by law for amount of 
less than fifty pounds. The only 
bearing this has on the situation in 
hand is that, with a basket likewise 
in hand, the gentle customer may 
often be kindly, though firmly. per- 
sauded to reélinguish his rightful 
privilege of carrying home several 
yards of nice white paper to throw 
into his waste basket.” 

Mr. Daley is convinced that 60 per 
cent. of the present amount of pa- 
per now used in the grocery stores 
could be saved by these tactful tac- 
ties When it ie realized that paper 
now costs the retailers considerably 
over 1 per cent. of the volume of 
business done and when it is re- 
membered that five firms alone are 
selling more than $8,000,000 worth 
of groceries to Los A consum- 
ers in a year’s time, t amount is 
well worth considering. 

MIGHT REBUILD FRANCB! 

In fact. figures up so astonish- 
ingly that if we really don’t need 
the money it might be a neighborly 
act for our city just to solve a cer- 
tain con modestly offer- 
ing to rebuild from our 
waste-paper basket. 

As far back as the Revolution, the

The rates are so easy that 
every soldier can easily carry the 
maximum of insurance. which will 
be $10,000; but each can take a less 
er amount, if he desires.

Paintings by Pennoyer. 

A. Sheldon Pennoyer of San Fran- 
cisco, but now somewhere in France 
with the camouflage corps, has been 
showing twenty-seven paintings at 
the Friday Morning Club, the most 
of them being in the medium of 
pastel. It is of these that 1 particu- 
larly wish to speak, for the young 
artist handles paste! with decision 
and distinction. 


It is not an easy medjum for a 
painter to use, though almost ali 
beginners in painting seem to think 
so. They are soon undeceived, how- 
ever, and they leave it very soon, 
better and wiger, let us hope, for 
their bewllidering experience. It 
looks easy—-just to pick up pieces 
of dry chalk and rub them over 
roughened paper. “Aye, there's the 
rub — too much rub, in fact, for in 
that rub of rashness lies flatness 
and duliness and prettiness and all 
the other things a painting should 
not have. 

The moral is, don’t use pastel un- 
til you can apply it with a sure 
and firm touch, and without rubbing 
it in, or at least with rubbing it in 
very little. It may be that you'll 
never be able to follow this counsel 
of perfection, and if you can't, try 
olls—for with oils you may slap and 
smeer and rub and erase, and pull 
and punch, to your heart's content, 
and, belleve me, you'll have a lot 
of fun. Pastele—those dainty sticks 
of dry color-—are for the elect, the 
masters, and for the refined and 
elegant. Vide the French noblesse 
before the revolution, who reveled 
in Pastels and pastorals. 

Pénnioyer’s pastels have a‘ fresh- 
ness, a spontaneity, a gayety and 
ease that make them almost as de- 
lightful to look at as the making 
of them must have been for the 
artist. He never mixes his colors

The late exposition in his own 
city gave him many big opportuni- 
ties, both day and night We see 
the wonderful buildings by moon- 
light and by sunlight, and under 
their ewn brillant electrical Mum 
inations. These exposition pictures 
are among Pennoyer’s finest efforts 
in pastel. He left the great events 
picturesqueness trongly, and he ex- 
pressed his emotion with power as 
well as beauty.

o the connolaseur of fine prints, 
the “bitten” etching stands out as 
u pure expression of the artist in 
its beauty and simplicity of | line, 
Unaided by any color medium. Its 
strength lies in indication, not: elab- 
oration; flexibility, not rigidity; the 
possibility of omission, not . the 
necessity of adding detail; the pow- 
er of giving a maximum of expres- 
sion with a minimum of means. 

The knowledge and appreciation 
of etchings is a cultivated taste, in 
that it requires an bonest effert te 
study them in order to discover the 
hidden charms of this branch of the 
fine arts. For this reason, N is a 
most unusual treat te. gee such a va- 
riety of original work represented in 
this large collection. ; 

Comparison of the works of many 
whose names are known in the an- 
nals of etching will show the supple- 
ness and expressiveness of this art. 
despite its apparent limitations. Ar- 
tiete of the most varied styles and 
temperaments, of widely different 
national and indi al characteris- 
tics, have sought found expres- 
sion with the etching needle, each 
representing his view in giving ut- 
terance to his personality. 

Etc stimulate the imagina- 
that their lines suggest, 
the real beau- 
ties of the picture. It is most inter- 
esting to compare the different meth- 
ods of expression of the artists, and 
this display affords a unique oppor- 
tunity to study them at your leis- 
ure. 

The exhibition is in charge 
competent men, who will be glad to 
explain and point out the various 
processes used and relate the indi- 
vidual historical facts in connection 
with some of the rarest prints ever 
shown in public. 


Current Art Magazines. 

The current number of the Inter- 
national] Studio opens with an ar- 
ticle on “The French Painter, Henri 
Caro-Delvaille.” by Stella Rubin- 
stein, with five illustrations. Ray- 
mond Wyer discusses “Primitives

ings by Sir Edward Poynter are re- 
produced, twe of them in color. 
Poynter has a certain refinement of 
touch, draws exquisitely, and ap- 
plies color rather thinly and coldly. 

Other interesting articles in the 
number are: “The Recent Work of 
many of them small, eleven of them 
reproduced in ilustrations, the ap- 
preciation being written by Charles 
Marriott: “The Fifty-sixth Annual 
Exhibition of the Royal Glasgow In- 
stitute of the Fine Arts” (an. inter- 
minable title, but the Scotch are 
deliberate,) by J. Taylor, with six 
illustrations; “The Chicage Art In- 
stitute Exhibition,” by A. Montgelas, 
illustrated; “The Elements of Choice 
in the Realm of Malern Furniture,” 
by C. Matlack Price, profusely pic- 
tured, and so on. .

The Volga Is Holy Rareia. 
The Russian plain is the level of 
life iteelf, that level portrayed by 


heard in every wistful . peasant 
cadence; without pa, prologue, 
epilogue ot climax—to the Angie- 
Saxon, with little seet for the spiri- 
tual adventure, the cruelest enigma 
in life. 

This is not to assert that the fabric 
ot the plain is wholly without design, 
but the design d repeated end on 
end like the chorus of @ peasant 
melody. On the west bank of the 
Voiga solemn forests of pine point 
the Sky, or littl maiden rens 
curtey in the breeze; a peasant plows

Board under State Food Ad- 
ministrator Merritt, which were 
completed yesterday, a readjustment 
has been made of the price for cot- 
ton seed and for cottonseed oil cake, 
and there is also a readjustment of 
the differential for the oil-mill men's 
products. 
Beginning tomorrow morning, the 
mill men are to pay the farmers 
$60 per ton for cotton seed deliv- 
ered at the gins, instead of $54, 
which has been the prevailing price. 
Under the new differential, the mili 
men also agree to reduce the price 
of cottonseed ofl cake to dealers to 
$55 per ton, and the dealers are al- 
lowed not in excess of $1 per ton 
profit in the retailing, so that the 
comsumer will not pay more than 
$56 per ton for the ofl cake. 
Mesers. Woodall and Bean have 
been here about a week, making «a 
general investigation of the tus 
tion wherein there were complaints 
of conditions that confronted both 
cotton grower and mull operators. 
Delegations of representative cotton 
growers from the Imperial Valle 
have presented their testimony, and 
the mill representatives have also 
been heard, while all possible angle. 
. the situation have been consid- 


A FOOD PRODUCT. 

Discvesing the metter last night, 
Mr. Woodall said: 

“The United States Food Admin- 
istration classes cotton seed as a food 
product, and has established a cotton 
seed division. It is the genera! pol- 
icy of the Food Administration te 
permit only reasonable middlemen's 
profita, and it has provided a differ- 
ential on which cotton seed handlers 
operate, this bei $13 per ton. Thix 
m the total p that may be 
charged for all of the products of a 
ten of cotton seed, in excess of the 
cost of ite delivery at the mills. 

“The Globe Of] Milla, operating at 
Vernon and Calexico, represented 
that on account of peculiar cond!- 
tiens of the industry in California. 
they could not operate on this basis 
They set forth that labor here cosw 
frum 82 to 60 per cent. more than in 
the cotten-growing districts of the 
Southern States: that power costs 
more and that other tems of manu- 
facuring expense are heavier here 
than in the South. They also set 
forth that they have had, to a large 
extent. to<nance the cotton grower. 
and thus have taken risks and sus- 
tained more or leas losses. Therefore. 
they held, they were entitled to more 
consideration than cottonseed oil men 
in the old established cotton grow- 
ing sections. They asked that the 
differential be placed at $18. 

CONTENTION SUSTAINED. 


“There was complaint from the 
erowers, both to the State Food Ad- 
minietration and the Federal Food 
Administration, that they were not 
receiving a price for their cotton 
seed commensurete with that paid 
in Texas and other cotton-growing 
States. 

“The result was that we found 
the contention of the Globe Oil Mills 
is well founded, and the $18 differ- 
ential was permitted; but we also 
found that the Globe Mille, even 
on this differential, were paying the 
farmers $6 a ton less than they 
should pay. An agreement was 
reached whereby on Monday morn- 


ing a rate of $60 per ton, Instead of 
$54, will be paid fer cotton seed at 
the gins. 


“In the case of the Imperial Val- 
ley Ou and Cotton Company. oper- 
ating milis at Calexico and El Cen- 
tro, we found they were paying the 
growers $52 per ton for seed, a 
they also agreed to pay $60 per ton 
at the gins, beginning Monday morn- 
ing. They were selling cottonseed 
oll cake to dealers at $60 per ton. 

DESIRE TO CO-OPERATE. 


“In order to comply with the $18 
differential they agreed to sell the 
cake to dealers at $55 per ton, and 
under the ruling of the Feod Ad- 
ministration the dealer is allowed 
not in excess of $1 per ton profit, 


so that the consumer will get a 


cake for not over $56 a ton.” 

Both Mr. Woodall and Mr. Bean 
stated that when the attitude and 
purposes of the Food Administration 
were fully explained to the growers 
and oll-mill men, they readily re- 
sponded and evinced a desire to co- 
operate with the government in a 
proper adjustment of the difficulties, 
and that it is believed the entire 
matter is amicably adjusted. 

Mr. Woodall, whose home is in 
Hilisboro, Tex, is an extensive op- 
erator of cotéonseed ofl milis, and 
has had wide experience in all of 
the southern cotton-growing belt. 
He was selected for his position be- 
cause of hie wide knowledge of cot- 
ton conditions, and has been donat- 
ing his services to the government.

ORIGIN OF THE CASE. 

A. J. Shields and his wife, both 
octogenarians, residing at No. $19 
Irolo street, in this city, borrowed 
$4000 from Mrs. Wilcox on Septem- 
ber 23, 1814, giving as security a 
mortgage on their home. The note 
was for three years and provided 
that the money could be repaid any 
time after one year upon payment 
of an additional ninety days’ inter-

EJECTED FROM HOME. 


It developed ultimately that the 
mortgage on the Shields property 
was foreclosed on by Cate, acting 
for Mra. Wileox, in November, 1916, 
and the couple were ejected from 
their home. According te As. 
Dist.-Atty. Doran, Mr. and Mre. 
Shields visited Cate in regard te the 
matter and were told that they did 
not require an attorney. 

Cate, it was declared, denied hav- 
ing received any money from Cun- 
ningham, and the transaction was so 
confused that no action was taken 
Against Cate at the time. Cunning- 
ham, however, remembered that he

ONE-MAN UPRISING GIVES 
THREE POLICEMEN A 
TIVELY TIME, 


Adolph Jacoby, a young man of 
five feet, four inches and decided 
Bolshevik leanings, according to his 
admission, last right staged several 
revolutions on the way to the Cen- 
tral Police Station from Seventh and 


Lake streets, where he was arrested 
by Special Officer A. L. Nelson on 
suepicion of being a slacker. 

His efforts sent one 
the Receiving Hospital 
ment, created considerable excite- 
ment along the streets where the po- 
lice car drove, and were responsible 
for two frantic telephone calis from 
citizens who reported the kidnap- 
ing of a young woman. 

Jacoby, who ts a Russian, says he 
lost his registration card. When 
Special Officer Nelson attempted to 
arrest him, he began his first “revo- 
lution” with such success that a call 
for reinforcements was sent. De- 
tective Sergeant Bert Cowan and 
Driver Phillipps went out. 

The three men, assisted by a citt- 
zen, were in the throes of the one- 
man uprising for ten minutes before 
the handcuffs were applied ta 
Jacoby. The car started back, and 
et Fourth and Fremont streets. 
while traveling at fifteen miles an 
hour, the young rebel took the of- 
ficers by surprise by Jumping out of 
the car. His speed, however, was 
no match for that of Driver Phillips, 
who succeeded in capturing him. 

As a final manifestation of spirit. 
Jacoby tore Detective Cowen's han4s 
and neck as he was being led inte 
the station.

And it te this at- 
titude more than anything 
probably, that has kept real estate 
so quiet. 

Now that things are picking up. 
it is to be assumed that these wake- 
ful watchers wi!) begin to rub their 
eyes and pinch themselves. If con- 
ditions do right themselves to some- 
thing like the old basis of activity, 
it ia a pretty safe ganible, too, that 
a lot of them will be kicking them- 
selves for having hibernated 80 long, 
for the bargain quotations that have 
gone begin for so long in the l- 
cal realty mart are not going to sur- 
vive on a rising market. If the 
present signe of revival do represent 
the real thing, af ems to be the 
case, it will not pay anybody who 
ie interested in real estate as an in- 
vest ment to wait much longer. And 
éven though the inevitable return of 
activity should be postponed for 
months, it will pay the local inves- 
tors to emulate the wide-awake out- 
siders who are earnestly looking in- 
to Los Angeles investments and 
study the situation as it actuajly ex- 
ists today.

In 
the United States the nut is a luxury 
rather than a food, ite use being 
largely confined to the confection- 
ery and candy trades, and as an 
extra on the table. It is not very 
mch used as a regular item in the 
‘average housewifes daily menu. 
Consequently, the most important of 
Europe's foodnuts, the chestnut, has 
received but stant attention either 
by the consumer or producer in Call- 


nia. 

In addition to great crops of al- 
monds and walnuts, Italy in 1916 
harvested over 1,260,600,000 pounds 
of chestnuts; France, besides ship-

tes than we produced, harvested 
ever 500,000,000 pounds of chest- 
nits.

A PRACTICAL 
OUTDOOR NEST. 


By Harold J. Wood. 

One of the problems of the ranch- 
er or city man who keeps a few hens 
i that of getting a nest that is prac- 
teal. If he has a large and com- 
Plete poultry house, he has the nest 
beilt in as a rule, but the poultry- 
keeper who has only enough house 
room for the hens is forced to pro- 
in the open. 

A man living on a tittle place

WASHINGTON, Feb, 2.—Repre- 
sentatives of the seven national farm 
organizations comprising the Fed- 
eral Board of Farm Organizations, 
together with a number of heads of 
other bodies, will seek an audience 
With President Wilson on February 
6, for the purpose of appealing for 
the speeding up of government ma- 
ehinery in aid of farm production, 
In a memorial addressed to the 
President a little over a week ago, 
the board asked that everything pos- 
Sible be done to relieve the anxiety 
of farmers as to labor supply, credit 
facilities, seed shortage and other 
vital questions. 

The farmer, it was pointed out, 
has been called upon to shoulder the 
burden of supplying the world with 


food, This, it was declared in the 
memorial, he could not do unless 
given a degree of encouragement 


and opportunity comparable to that 
offered the producers in industrial 
lines supplyine war needa. The 
necessity for high prices to meet the 
heavy. cost of production was partic- 
viarly emphasized. The board alse 
asked that farmers be given greater 
ropresentation on Federal boards.

Testing olls or greases must gen- 
erally be left by the motor car 
owner to the manufacturer of the 
lubricant and the best guaranty of 
non-acidity ts a branded product 
produced by a responsible concern. 
Of course, acid, even a trace of it, is 
about the last thing to be desired in 
a lubricant and the following is a 
simple test that may be employéd 
by the car owner, if it becomes 
necessary for him to try out the 
lubricant he is using: Take @ piece 
of sheet copper and after thorough- 
ly cleaning it, smear on it some of 
the lubricant that is under suspicion. 
allowing it to stand for about two 
weeks. If there is any acid present 
it will deposit on the copper in the 
form of a green stain.

JOHN L. TAKES COUNT: 
DIES SUDDENLY ON FARM.

BINGTON (Maass.) Feb. 2. 
A John L. Sullivan, formerly 
heavyweight champion of the 

United States, died at his home here 
today. 

Sullivan, who was 69 years of age, 
had lived on his farm here for the 
last ten years. He was taken il! 
with heart trouble three weeks ago, 
‘but his health quickly improved and 
he went to Boston yesterday. This 
morning he arose as usual . and 
Planned another visit to the city, 
but during the forenoon had an at- 
tack of the old trouble from which 
he failed to rally. He died at noon. 
Sullivan's wife died some months 
280. 

Sullivans old fighting spirit re 
mained with him to the end. The 
first fainting spell left him uncon- 
scious for ten minutes and when he 


rallied, George M. Bush, a friend 
who lived with him, was applying 
ice bags to hie head. Bush told the 
former champion to keep quiet; that 
he had sent for a doctor,

Ten minutes later he was dead. 
William Kelley, a 15-year-old boy 
who had been adopted by Sullivan, 
and Bush, his faithful friend, were 
with him when he passed away. 
John Lawrence Sullivan was one 
of the most picturesque characters 
in the history of prize fighting. For 
more than ten years, from the time 
he defeated Paddy Ryan in 1882. in 
a bare-knuckle fight under the Lon- 
Gon prize-ring rules, until he was 
Gefeated by James J. Corbett, in 
i892. his pergonality and methods 
of fighting completely dominated 
sporting circles in the United States. 


IIS ACHIEVEMENT. 


In the annals of pugiliem in. this 
country two potable distinctions 
were his; he was the last champidén 
under the London prise-ring rules 
and he was the first native-born 
American to succeed to the world’s 
, championship. It Was largely 
‘through his achievements that the 
championship title was made a prize 
lief « t monetary value. in the 
‘early days of hie career, $1000 a 
side was looked on as a great surn. 
He received only $63 for the fight 
that made him a national character 
in fisticuffs and won him the went 
to challenge Paddy Ryan for the 
championship.

The continent of Burope 
has only one-sixth as much coal as North 
America and only about one-fifth as much 
* @8 our country. The whole of Asia has only 
one-third as much coal as we have, and 
Australasia and Africa put together have 
less than one-sixteenth of the coal reserves 
of the United States It will thus be seen 
that as far as coal ie concerned we could 
fight the whole world and have billions of 
tons of fuel left A ter the supplies of all the 
other nations heave been exhausted. Dr 
Charles G. Gilbert. curator of the Bureau of 
Mineral Technology of the National Museum 
of Washington, has-prepared a graphic coal 
exhibit of the resources of the United States 
and the world. He has made blocks show- 
ing the proportionate amount of coal in the 
various countries, and it rejoices one's soul 
to see how our great block could swallow 
that of any other country on earth, and 
leave a vast space around the edges. 

The whole is a inustration of 
our industrial future. It shows that North 
America for the next few thousand odd 
years must be the Industrial center of the 
world, and that the United States must for- 
ever be the heart of that center. As for 
the coal famine of today, that is a tempo- 
rary matter. It is due to not getting the 
coal out of the cround, and the war troubles 
in placing it in the hands of the consumer.

Not only do we need more coal for our fac- 


speeding-up for the war, but something like 
150,900,000 tons of coal could be profitably 
used by our allies, and especially Italy and 
France, which are now in the throes of a 
coal famine. We need more tons for the 
navy and a great deal is required for the 
ships which carry supplies from this coun- 
try to France. 


It is interesting to see where our coal 
goes. Only about one-fifth or one-sixth of 
the whole is used for heating our houses, 
hotels, schools and office buildings of one 
kind or another. We now consume annual 
ly about 100,000,000 tons for that purpose 
and this includes both anthracite and bitu- 
minous coals. 

The great bulk of the coal is used for 
industrial purposes. About 70 per cent. of 
it went to the making of steam in 1915, 
and of this one-third was used by the in 
dustrial steam plants. We used about one 
fourth of all the coal mined for running the 
railroads, and we burned something like 
000,000 tons in the coke ovens to get the 
Materials for smelting our steel There 
has been a steady Increase in the demand 
for soft coal since the war broke out and 
our output has gone up with the demand. 
ln 1915 it was 20,000,000 tons more than 
- the year preceding and in 1916 that increase 
had trebled. It again increased in 1917, 
and there undoubtedly will be a m- 
crease this year. According to Dr. BE. 
Lesher, the coal expert of the United States 
Geological Survey, we need a ton and a 
half of coal to make the coke for every 
ton of pig iron we produce, so that the in- 
creased demand for steel will neceesitate
